Johnson was^tak- 
en to the police station and all night 
faced tho police with a storj' that he 
had been sent^to the post-office by a 
man. The police to-day broke his 
story down, they said. 

The police had worked night and day 
to And the author of. threatening let¬ 
ters sent to Mr. English, and he em¬ 
ployed agonts 6 t a private detective 
bureau In Chicago to assist, but young 
Jolinam eluded exposure, and suspicion 
was directed to Bailey until last night. 
In the first letter to Mr. E>ngllsh It was 
demanded that he should deposit In 
front of his residence last Saturday 
night a package containing $209. A 
dummy package was placed at the 
designated spot and a score of police 
S’atched the neighborhood. But John¬ 
son slipped through the line, got the 
package safely and reached home, he 
said. 

•*1 was disguised In overalls and 
whiskers." he added. 

When he found there was no money 
in the package the boy wrote again to 
Mr. English, directing him to send $200 
addressed to a fictitious person, through 
the mall Immediately and advising him 
that If ho failed again his life would 
be forfeited. A letter was so addressed 
and Johnson's arrest follow’ed. 

In kis room were found a small re¬ 
volver and ^heap novels relating to the 
careers of desperadoes, and In his desk 
at school was an essay he had written 
on ’"The Indian." 

The boy was bound over to the 
grand jury In court to-day. He said 
he had no accomplices,

Mr. Robinson branded the flrpt vague 
rin»<>rta of the day as false, and when 
lnforme<l lo-night that late rumors 
from the shadow-land of newspaper- 
doni had It chut he (Mr. Robinson) hho 
been advised by cable of Mr. Roose¬ 
velt's death, he authorized another vig- 
oraus dental.

Steinhell 
found refuge behind the plea that In 
her frenxled desire to clear herself 
from the awful Imputation that she 
had murdered her husband and mother, 
ahe had seized upon any suggestion 
that came Into her head. Judge Do 
Valles was particularly severs in his 
cross-examination as to the lack of 
feeling displayed by the prisoner at 
her mother's funeral. 

Although to-day's session of ihe 
court did not begin until 12:30 o'clock, 
the ordeal was so severe that before 
the afternoon had passed It had been 
necessary to Interrupt the proceedings 
several times in order that the accused 
woman might be given syrup of ether 
to quiet her agitation.

Steinhell the 
unhesitating suaemenc that she w*as 
not at all fatigued. M. De Valles 
thereupon led ner through a labyrinth 
of questions surrounding the case with 
his wonted relentlesaness and Mme. 
Steinhell. with her ever-ready wit. an¬ 
swered them quickly and to the point, 
or, when they seemed unduly compro¬ 
mising. pleaded for justice and not vin¬ 
dictiveness.

To Keep Daug^htar In Ignorance. 


Once ahe made a plea direct to the 
jur>' that they believe her Innocent, de¬ 
claring that In the hour of her adver¬ 
sity erstw’hll^ friends who had partak¬ 
en of her hospitality had utterly for¬ 
saken her.

Stein- 
hell said that In her frenzy she had 
taken recourse In anything t^t seemed 
to give promise of clearing herself of 
the charge?

Accuaea Her of Lying. 


It was just after a savage attack had 
been made upon her veracity by the 
Judge that the climax came. Mme. 
Stelnhell's attorney protested, but the 
Judge retorted hotly that the accused 
w'oman had lied throughout—that her 
stor>’ w’os a tissue of lies. A short re¬ 
cess W’fLs taken, but when Mme. Bteln- 
hell returned to the stand again she 
was unnerved by the ordeal and was 
led fxUntlng, from the room. 

Several policemen^were oiuimined late 
In the afternoon concerning what they 
saw at Mme. SteinbeIVs house after 
the murder, snd shortly afterward 
court adjourned for the day.

In opening the proceedings Judge De 
Valles dealt with the appearance yes¬ 
terday of Rene Collard. an actor, w'ho 
caused a momentary sensation by as¬ 
serting that he was the real assassin.

Her feeling at ’ loot 
found expression In an agonized flotid 
of words in which she appealed to the 
jury to believe In her Innocence, com¬ 
plaining bitterly that In the hour of her 
misfortune she had been deserted by 
high-placed friends, asserting also that 
society women who had frequented her 
home had now deserted her.

Cqeveland. Nov. 5.—sessions, 
broken only by pink tea luncheons at 
high prices. Is the grievance of the 600 
pupils of the West High School, whose 
strike was interrupted at the close of 
the school week this afternoon until 
Monday morning. A meeting of* tlie 
Sohool Board haa been called for Mon¬ 
day morning to consider the complaints 
of the students, w'hich resulted In their 
walking out last Tuesday.

As to the double sessions, the girls 
also rts\'e some complaint^ They main¬ 
tain that the art of domestic science, 
such as cooking, sweeping and washing 
dishes at home. Is sadly neglected when 
they are compelled to remain in the 
classrooms all day. 

Fearing that many might be won over 
by pedag^c eloquence, the strikers to¬ 
day voted against a recommendation to 
return provisionally and made a rush 
on a field of W'e^s nearby, where they 
adopted the cockIo burr as their em¬ 
blem. as a token of their determination 
to "stick" to the cause of single sessions 
and solid food at reasonable prices. 

School Director Orr Anally announced 
that ho was In favor of abolishing the 
lunchroom concession and have the 
Board of Education supply wholeiiome 
lunches at cost. Tho directors also 
visited the West High School lunch¬ 
room to-day and recommended scv'eral 
changes. 

It Is expected that a mass meeting of 
the parents of the strikers will be held 
next Wedne-sday. when the que.^tlon of 
double or single sessions will be left to 
them In a referendum vote. This plan 
may be altered, however, by possible 
action of the Board of Education In the 
meantime.

It la to be hoped that 
In time all concerned will agree that 
the mother church Is correct In Hs find¬ 
ings; Uvat Is. that all will agree with 
the mother church as to what consti¬ 
tutes the true teachings and practice 
of Christian Science. Christian Sci¬ 
entists will wait trustingly and pa¬ 
tiently for that end.'* 

Mr. FUrlow to-night mad-^ public a 
statement by Virgil O. Strickler. the 
successor of Mrs. Stetson os first Read¬ 
er of the First Church of Christ. Sci¬ 
entists. New York. In which Mr. Strick¬ 
ler denounces tlyp methods which he 
alleges were used by Mrs. Steiiron’s 
friends In securing the vote of that 
church In her favor. 

"The vate.’* says Mr. Strickler, "was 
token at a late hour, when fully one- 
third of the congregation had gone.

OUT ON DREADNAHGHT 


POUR MEN IN NORTH DAKOTA’S 
ENGINE ROOM HURT. 


BIG WARSHIP EXCrEEDS (X>N- 
TRACT SPEED ANYHOW. 


FOUR-HOUR TEST COMPLETED.

Carlisle. Ky . Nov 6.—(Special.)—Mr. 
and Mrs. Alexander Duke have an¬ 
nounced the engagement of their ilaufh- 
ler.

Portsmouth, N. H., Nov. 6.—As the 
new battleship North I>xkotA was com¬ 
pleting her four-hour endurance run 
at a twenrty-one-kno< gait off the New 
England coast to-day, with the battle¬ 
ship ^peed championship of America al¬ 
most In her grasp, a boiler-room acci¬ 
dent robbed her of the laurels and sent 
her scurr>'ing into this port io land four 
Injured men. 

The big ship nevertheless exceeded 
her contract requirement of twenty-one 
knots an hour, making 21.71 In the first 
•two hours. 21.64 In the third hour and 
31 knots fiat oa Mie hurried In on the 
fourth hour to this porL The Injured 
men are William H. Orange, amter len¬ 
der; John Souden. coal passer; A. Pe¬ 
tersen. fireman, and PeXcr McConnell, 
fireman. Souden was badly scolded and 
when landed this afternoon was suffer. 
Ing inteneely. 

The North Dakota jogged out of the 
Penobscot shortly after sunrise to-day. 
Increasing her steam as she proceeded, 
until at 1 o'clock she was well south 
of Mohegan. 

Shortly after that hour she began 
her irUil. During the first tw'o hours 
the engines deveiooed 33,000 horse¬ 
power and tho water rate was well 
above Che contract. A few minutes 
after the battleship had passed C^pe 
Ann. and while she was entering the 
fourth hour of her test, a seven-inch 
tube on one of the lower rows of boil¬ 
ers blew out and filled the room with 
•team. The engineers Immediately cut 
off four of the fourteen boilers. 

As soon os the extent of the< Injuries 
of the firemen had been osoertalned 
the North Dakota was swung around 
and headed back up the coast for this 
port, where It was known that a good 
harbor could be reached shortly after 
the expiration of the lime limit. All 
four of the Injured men braxtily urged 
the engineer force to disregard their In¬ 
juries and keep the battleship on her 
work. Under the ten boilers twenty- 
one knots wss maintained for the bal¬ 
ance of the lime and at 4 o’clock the 
North Dakota sped Into this harbor and 
pul the Injured men ashore. 

The defei'tlve tube w’os replaced and 
arrangemenls were made to leave hi 
midnight for the twenty-four-hour run 
at a speed of nineteen k.nots an hour. 

The battleship Is expected at Boston 
lightship at midnight to-morrow and 
during her run ft wMll be decided 
whether there will be a continuation of 
the trials and whether the four-hour 
test will be repeated. 

Although the North Dakota fulfilled 
her contract to-day. her builders, the 
Fore River Shipbuilding Company, of 
Quincy. Mass., ore anxious to see what 
she can do on a four-hour test with her 
usual steam equipment.

EHUNO ON PROVISIONS OF NEW

DEFINES ACT FOR DEALERS. 


Washington. Nov. 6 .—-< 8 peclal)—-The 
Interstate Commerce Commission meets 
.Monday, nearly all of Its members hav¬ 
ing made exlenatve trips through the 
West since o/iJournmenU Many im- 
puriant matters await the action of the 
commission. Aside from a long list of 
complaints to be pttssed on. there Is 
I he preimratton of the annual report 
and the question of what recommenda¬ 
tions w'lll be mode to Congress therein. 

Indications are that the commis- 
ffionem wdll Indorse the recommenda¬ 
tions made by President Taft In his Das 
Moines speech. If this Is not done in 
terms It will be done in effect. Mem¬ 
bers of the commission generally ap¬ 
prove the Presldenl'a recommendations 
for legislation. 

• • • 

Pleaaed With Taft's Stand. 


For a time there was talk that the 
President would advise the admlDlslra- 
tlve functions of the commission be 
turned over to the Department of Oom- 
morce and Labor. T^ls, however, he 
(lid not do. much to the oommlsslon's 
satisfaction. Commissioner Lane, In 
speaking of the Des Moines speech, 
commended It as embodying a Urge 
constructlve programme, the largest 
presented to Congi'ess In years. He 
thought It embodied all the things the 
commission was urging and more. Hs 
approved the recommendations of the 
President and said ho found that on his 
Western trip shippers generally favored 
Icgl.slatlon along lines recommended by 
Mr. Taft. Mr, I^anc said he did not 
hear criticisms of the proposed Inter¬ 
state Commerce Court. 

The President will devote consider¬ 
able space In his mesHage to railroad 
lej^slation. but It may be doubled 
whether any nfaterlol changes are made 
in the law this winter. 

• • • 

Ruling On Tot>acco Bill. 


Representatives of dealers In leaf to¬ 
bacco In Kentucky and Tenneasee have 
been before the Commissioner of Inter¬ 
nal Revenue this week to obtain from 
him an offlcloj distinction between a 
dealer In leaf tobacco and a retail 
dealer In leaf tobac*oo. Many believed 
that the section of the Payne bill would 
give to the dealer In loaf tobacco oor- 
laln privileges enjoyed by the retail 
dealer. The commissioner has drddoi 
that a "dealer" Is not auihorlxed to sell 
to a "retail dealer." The law provides 
that dealers shall sell only to other 
dealers and to manufacturers of to¬ 
bacco, snuff or cigars and to those wh 9 
are purchasers of leaf tobacco for ex¬ 
port. 

A retail denier may sell to another 
retail dealer In leaf tobacco, raised or 
grr.wYi In the United States In Its oon- 
d It ion as cured on ths farm. In the 
hand and not manufactured In any j 
way. He may also sell such tobarwj 
to any person, except to inanufartur- * 
era of tobacco, snuff, clgkrs and cigar¬ 
ettes, dealers In leaf tobacco and per¬ 
sons w’ho purchaste leaf tobacco In the 
original pai^kageg for export. 

TTie commissioner holds that the bus¬ 
iness of the two cannot be blended and 
cannot even be carried on the same 
premises.

The dignity, the serenity, the urban, 
tty one would expect In a volume of 
verse by the distinguished dramatic 
critic abound in this book of goodly 
size. The poems are frequently those 
W'ritten for remembrance, of Henry 
Irving. Florence, Bromley. Sledroan 
and others famous In letters or the hls- 
ttionfe art. Tenderness and pleasant 
fancies Infuse these quiet linos whlcii 
make no pretense at being elaborate 
poelr>’. being evidently the simple 
spontaneous record of the author’s love 
and regret for hts devoted friends. His 
Coronation Ode Is perhaps the highest 
in pitch of all. It moves with noble 
music and contains exalted srntlmt^nt 
orul thought; as does also 'The Har¬ 
binger.’’ which contains several lines 
graceful In expression: 

”^daln<d to work the heavenly will. 
Comes a bright angel, seat ftxwn afar. 
And nature feels another thrill 
And love has lit another star.” 

Btauty is a repeated th«*me In Mr. 
Winter’s verse, beauty that never 
seiwes the purpose of the baser Intox¬ 
ications, but is the handmaid to such 
Inspiration and Idealism suggested by 
the fine lines of "Symbols:" 

••Not only to give light those urns 
Of golden fire adorn the skies; 

Not for her vision only burns 
The glory of a womsn’s eyes: 

But^n those (lamea and that fine glance 
Th* authentic flags of heaven advance.”

The interest and 
sympathy of the tale are not with the 
liidiivlduHls whom she uses iw mouth¬ 
pieces. but with the types thac these in¬ 
dividuals represent, a hard problem for 
the auiiior, but once In a thousand 
times successful—and this the once. 
Fegg>' Chew Adams, from BolUraore. 
and Lemoyne, of^Ohlo. are the two who 
meet on a hotel balcony and present 
the problems of contrast, of reconcilia¬ 
tion thnt wilt bridge the great halves 
of our country. 

"It Isn’t the West that’s new,” sal’s 
Lemoyne; "it’s ancient and oocull and 
wrinkled, really It Is. It’s we who are 
new. We’re the Gullivers crawiing 
over the face and person of this Brob- 
dignaglon old W’est. pricking and 
scratching and probing the skin of 
him.** Then he tells Peggy about the 
girl that is willing to iH>ma to him now; 
Of a letter w'hich he read when he got 
into camp after a strenuous day, when 
ho had Just enough "of that precious 
fluid called water" to smear the sand 
and alkali over his face. "‘The Chlneae 
cook was at the Are getting the meal.

The Book News Monthly gives much

and Cale Young Rice. The first Is 
from the p^n of the promising young 
Kentucky writer, EJdwln Corille Lit- 
sey, of Lebanon, and under t!he sub¬ 
title of "The Greatest Living Editor of 
the South” he presents a study of one 
of the most remarkable charoctcni of 
our day. Mr. Walterson objects to 
eulogies of himself In hts own paper, 
otherwise It would be a pleasure* to 
quote from this strung, accurate and 
discriminating tribute to hU work and 
pemonallty. The illustrallona are of 
unusual interest, beginning with one of 
Col. Watlerson as he looked at the 

limp of the Civil War.

The study of Mrs. Rico Is the product 
of two writers, one considering her per¬ 
sonality and work, the other reviewing 
her books. The first Is by a Louisville 
writer, Margaret W. Vandercewk. and 
it is the acme of sprightly biography- 
nothing cut and dried, reeding like a 
vivid tale, yet somehow containing all 
the facts one would wish to learn about 
this successful, yet unspoiled, favorite 
of the public. Mra Vondercook^ from 
a personal acquaintance lasting from 
childhood, has not allowed her Judg¬ 
ment to be infiuancod by affection, yet 
ha ,5 managed to give the public a fair 
Idea of the big-hearted, generous-mind¬ 
ed nature of her subject. She says: 

"Simplicity and. of necessity, sincer¬ 
ity are the keynotes of Mrs. Rice’s 
character. One wishes that all tho lit¬ 
tle people in the world and all the little 
big people could appreciate the way sh« 
has met her fame and the homage It 
has brought her. She knows how to 
take her work seriously, but she does 
not take herself seriously as the author 
of her work." 

Norah Davis gives a critical study of 
Mrs. Rice’s books. "Like Mr. de Mor¬ 
gan,” fho says, "Mrs. Rice delights In 
depicting types just a shade off the 
normal, but stopping short of the gro¬ 
tesque.” Her genius the biographer 
classes ns Amorlcon, painting American 
scenes with a touch as fine us George 
Eliot’s. 

• • • 

Albert S. Henry writes the summary 
of Mr. Rice’s work considering him as 
poet and dramatist. He says that In 
substance and form Mr. Rice’s verse 
measures up to the standard of genu¬ 
ine poetry. *'Mr. Cale Young Klco Is 
one of a snuill group of living poets 
wbuie work contradicts the prevalent 
notion that serious poetry is a lost art. 
His published volumes are sufficient in 
number to entitle him to more than a 
cursory notice, and the quality of his 
work secures for him a rank among 
the active influences of the day." 

'The poems and dramas are consid¬ 
ered giving him first place as a poet. 
"The ability to write verso that scans 
is quite common: It Is an art that can 
be acquired by study. But the inspired 
thought behind the lines is a different 
thing; and it is this thought untram- 
mcled—the clear vision searching Into 
the derpa of human emotion—which 
gives the verse of Mr. Rice weight and 
potency.” 

Many quotations emphasize the text. 
"A Song of the Gld Venetians’*‘Is an 
example of Mr Klee's mastery of the 
bsllsd form; the lyiicul cr>’ la found In 
"Storm Ebb.” ’’Wlldemess’' and "Be- 
fare Autumn” In the volume called 
"Plays and Lyrics,*’ In the dramas, 
four In number, the biographer finds 
the greatest power. He says: 

•They are written in blank verse of 
a quality unusual In contemporary 
poeliy. Indeed there are but few re¬ 
cent writers who sirem to have found 
the secret of dramatic blank verse; and 
of thflt number Mr. Rice Is. If not the 
first, at least without a superior. All 
the elements which combine to make 
unrhymed lines satisfying to the ear 
and expressive of the thought are 
found In these dramas. The subjects 
chosen call for dramatlb t»ower of a

But Solon turns up at the wedding 
and claims half of the silver which 
tlte guoKts have depofdted In a jar 
with a slit cover, such being Amity's 
Idea, sensible enough, of what sliver 
presents should be. and for wtileh each 
has received a ticket entitling the 
holder to a seat at the wedding ban¬ 
quet.

prophecy; That it will be a city of 
high huJldlng<> seems certain; and that 
It will alw'ays Imvi* Its harbor setting. 
Its brilliant light, and color, Its sea- 
blue haze. an«i Its mountain-blue air 
can hardly be doubted. The high dome 
and toner glittering "in the sun, the 
white wall half lost In shadow, the 
background of colored minarets pro¬ 
jected against the blue sky. should be 
heightened In splendor by iho lncrea.«<e 
of scale. A city magnificently pictur¬ 
esque should be the result.” 

But if this enthuslaMm for the lift, 
the height, the glory of tho largest 
American city frequently overwhelms 
the author, he Is not blind to the bad. 
the trivial, the overdone, especially In 
th© homes. On the tenement disirlcl. 
loo, he waxes condemnatory, tqaklng 
some suggestions of value to other 
municipalities afflicted with such rook¬ 
eries as breed disease, crime and gen¬ 
eral demoralization. "Go to the farms 
and small villages” |s the advice, if 
not command. Prof Van Dyke In- 
»i«ta upon as the cur© for such a place 
aj» the East Side. With some wisdom 
he says: "No man In this Western 
world does exactly as he pleasoa except 
this same pauper, vagrant and criminal. 
It is perhaps time he was compelled b) 
do his duly rather than allowed to do 
hla pleasure.”

Tlie Princess Troubetskoy has gone 
gone back to her native heath and In 
the old Bourhern home has laid a fresh 
story of life in the manor house, in 
roaliedo surroundlnga The spirit of 
contrast U sUong In her and this, 
backed by tho promptings of unmis¬ 
takable genius, makes everything she 
writes worth rieadlng. 

’Trix and Over-the-Moon” Is a 
many-aldod picture of a fasolnatlng 
young w’Lfa wItU a pasalon for horses 
so strong as to make her reckless to 
a dangerous degree. Over-the-Moon 
is a perfect creature that she is train¬ 
ing. He has an eye that meditates 
evil and Trlx is warned by her ‘husband, 
her groom and her servants of the 
riska she runs every time ahe mount© 
the treacherous animal. But, fascinat¬ 
ing as Tiix la, she is overshadowed by 
two other characters—the Scotchwom¬ 
an. Alison Stark, an old servant who 
nursed Sidney Bruce, and Mommy 
Henny, 'who has been Inherited by Trlx 
and is a typical, well-painted South¬ 
ern mammy. 

With the quarreling of these two and 
tho dialect thus engaged the aisthor 
has brought In some of her best scenes. 
Peiaps la no former tale has she done 
any better work, for In the jealousy 
of the servants, the one devoted to the 
mlstreaa, the other to the master, the 
story Is enriched with vigor and pathos. 
No one but a Southerner can write 
negro dialect, w*hlch la as different in 
many portions of Southland os the 
talk of th© whites. The Princess has 
done this to perfection, but how she 
iNia also managed to write such fas¬ 
cinating Scotch must be accounted for 
only through her wonderful genius that 
covers fltida from classic poetry to 
homely every-day life, from lofty trag¬ 
edy to sensational pictures of human 
passions. 

Hera ahe is Amelle Rives again, the 
American girl, rather the Southern glr\ 
who has come back to her early life 
and recalled with flledlty every 
heartbeat of her youth. Trlx. with her 
many talents, might be herself over- 
fiowlng with vitality, seeking a vent 
for her energy In a thousand -different 
occupations. Not only the fender who 
loves a horse, but the reader who loves 
a home wMtk faithful servants, happy 
married relations, happy motherhood 
and pure pleasures must be captivated 
by this story.

Decidedly one of the most attractive 
books of the season Is the handsome 
volume composed of Prof. John Van 
Dyke's text and Mr. Joseph Pennell’s 
illustrations of what they name "the 
New” New York. 

Disregarding for the most part the 
vestiges of the Dutch and English sue. 
cessions, the authors have confined 
themselves to this present vast aspect 
of New York which they see as the life 
and energy of its petiple manifested 
against the bockitround of commerce. 
This Is a material point of view, of 
course, but the defense Is at hand. Did 
not Florence. Venice, Vienna, Paris, 
London come to greatness through their 
wealth and commerce? Such has be«-n 
the evolution .of the New York of to¬ 
day. and though th^re are some things 
to be ashamed of in consequence, there 
Is much to be admired in the w‘ay the 
city adapted It to Its own needs—it 
talces upon Itself character through this 
fitness—and "It Is no new theor>’ un¬ 
der the sun that beauty lies in charao. 
ter perhaps more often than in pro¬ 
portion. symmetry or grace.” 

However, grace, symmetry, propor¬ 
tion stand out Irrefutably from Mr. 
Pennell’s frequently entrancing pictures 
and from such a paragraph as this by 
Prof. Van Dyke; "New York is not a 
dream city, it Is os real as th© moun¬ 
tain walls of the Alps, aa apparent as 
the white shaft of the Matterhorn, but 
picturesque in a similar way and for 
a similar reaeon. The Alpine lift of It, 
the cJ ‘ar light of it, the brilliant color, 
tho »i».*rene sky. the enveloping air, are 
peculiarly bfautlfuL” There Is no hint 
that New Y'ork will ever be a formal 
city, but the author makes Utls 


What Prof. Starr Jordan sets forth 
In this small volume would do vsr>’ 
well os a religion for any sensible man, 
American or any other kind. Neces¬ 
sarily the title Is a limltatjon, one of 
those we are prone to In this great 
countr>’ wherein we must. Aa regards 
su€^ matters as religion, get free from 
pro\’inclallsm If we are to have philo¬ 
sophic range of vision and broad and 
logical basis of thought to live by. Any 
man. just as well as the "sensible 
American.” can find that '•good men 
through the ages have cherished an 
ideal of love and ser\'lce, w'aveiing at 
the beat and often obscured by war and 
controversy, but tending toward the end 
of serving Qod through building up 
stronger, purer, happier units of hu¬ 
manity." 

However, despite this limitation In 
the author’s title, w'hich Is perhaps his 
editor’s fault, or hts publisher’s— 
ha.s been "'The Religion of a Sensible 
Scotsman," too—there are many excel¬ 
lent ideas in the little hook. Especial- 
Ay praiseworthy is Its tendency to vital- 
Ixe the life of Christ and His apoaGes 
for those who would live Ideally to¬ 
day. Some readers will, of course, rest 
unsatisfied f^lth this; "Whether JFeau.i 
be one with Qod, or one with man, or 
both. Is. after all, not a vital question.” 
This is followed by th© statement that 
it is "enough for the sensible American 
to beHe%*e In the unity of the word ajKl 
th© spirit.” 

The historic church thus signifies lit¬ 
tle enough to the author, though after 
saying; ‘The religion of Jesus has no 
necessary connection with any church,” 
he adda: "But the need Of democracy 
to-day does not lie In the direction of 
minimizing the work or influence of 
the church or the churches, if we re¬ 
gard the Individual groups as distin¬ 
guished from the operations bf the 
whole. For the church Is a natural ad. 
justment of the desire to hold what¬ 
ever of spiritual good the best of men 
have attained.” 

Aside from such sentences as these, 
which will doubtless disturb as many 
as they comfort, there Is much to stim¬ 
ulate and soothe the many not affiliat¬ 
ed with the churches, who would, how¬ 
ever, fain trust In the realities of faith, 
nature, the spirit and In the ultimate 
good.

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There is not very muth left of the 
Miracles by the Ume Dr. Gordon 
gets through with them, but there Is 
a goodly amount of religion, more than 
Is often encountered In or out of books 
these days. "If w*^ now conaider the 
grounds upon w*hlch reasonable men 
In all ages hav*e believed In God we 
•hall see that miracle In the sense of 
the suspenedon or violation of natural 
law docs not counV says the author in 
one place, and It Is practically the per¬ 
vasive thread of hts argument. Yet, 
as he says In another chapter, "What¬ 
ever may be the fortune awaiting 
miracle, our faith in God is not in¬ 
volved in that fortune; thnt faith Is 
originaJ. Independent and sure.” 

In his chapter, Jesus Christ and 
Miracle, the author brings hla discus¬ 
sion into the realm which has so much 
significance for many thlnkera The 
chapter Is an answer to the question: 
"If miracle Is a myth, will not the 
signllUcance of Jesus Christ be greatly 
reduced?" HU answer Is in the nega¬ 
tive. Meantime he builds up an ex¬ 
cellent commentary on the worth of 
the life of Jesus to the believer, aside 
fr»?m the miracles attributed to that 
Ufe. Yet the author's last sentence In 
this chapter runs: "To all serious 
minds part of the evidence of the 
power of Jeaus Christ will always be 
the epic of miracle embedded in his 
career.

who have at best only a pathetic share 
in its wondrous life and power? Is 
there no Eternal God In whom to put 
out* trust as we stand at the talk of 
moral persons, and In the labor and 
sorrow of time? Are the vision, the 
seir-abiu$ement. th© self-surrender and 
the rapftjre of religion forbidden to us 
and th© service that in its might be¬ 
comes a song? Religious men know* 
that It is otherwiise—they have en¬ 
tered forever the School of Christ as 
disciples there—they know that their 
Redeemer IJveth; their God Is their

A few American classics have always 
been well known io the Danes.

The Danish schoolboy knows 
hiB Cooper almost as well os his Nick 
Carter. Mark Twain Is a great favor¬ 
ite. His Danish readers were highly 
gratified this last summer when It de¬ 
veloped that Mr Clemens had used a 
plot from one of their own classics.

Detective.” How Mr. Olemens got the 
story Is a mystery, ' fpr we cannot flat¬ 
ter ourselves." said a Copenhagen crit¬ 
ic, "that Mr. Clement reads Danish."

The leader of the contomporar>* Amer¬ 
ican movement in Danish literature is 
Johannes V. Jensen, a brilliant young 
L^nlsh novelist. Jensen has been twice 
In America, and written several ules 
of American life. He revived Walt 
U hitman, and. In 1»07. translated "The 
Octopus” by Frank Norrlo. In explain¬ 
ing to a friend why he mad© tlio tratia- 
latlon. Jensen said, "If Norris had not 
written The Octopus* l would have 
written U niyseif!" 

"The Octopus" has had a belter sale 
than Jensen’s own books, A lUnlih

and Thomas Lawson’s "FViday the Thir¬ 
teen th." 

"Th© Jungle,” by Upton Sinclair, has 
also been tranatsted; "Klondyke 
Stories.” by Jack London; one or two of 
Robert Herrick’s books, and both the 
old and new aeries of Zangwlll's Ghetto 
stories. "The Common Lot” by Robert 
Herrick Is announced for tbe wdnter and 
perlmps a portion of M. F. Egan’s "The 
Wiles of Sexton Maglnnls.” 

The "quieter” American authors, such 
as Wifllam Dean Howells, are unknown 
In Denmark. 

Denmark is almost as Ignorant of 
American poetr>’. The Danes have ap¬ 
parently never heard of Bryant. Whit¬ 
tier. or Lowell. Poe’s "Raven” has, 
however, been translated, and I»ngfel- 
low Is known thiMiigh ’‘Evangeline,” 
"Hiawatha,” and "The Golden Legend.” 
It may be remembered that Longfellow 
made several translations from the 
Scandinavian. Th© Danish school child 
Is told about hla rendering of their lui- 
tlonsl song. "King Chrlgtlon.* But Long¬ 
fellow is popularly reputed to have been 
an English, not an American poet. 

In Danish eyem the great American 
poet is Wait Whitman. Jensen has 
translated one of his poems. Danish 
unl\*erslty studenu read ”Li<vs* of 
Gross” In the original. Hevera! young 
TMnlsh poets are Imitating Ks rhythms. 
There Is an English schoolbook, used in 
the Latin schools of Denmark, called 
•The England and American Reader." 
The English section opens with a short 
quotation from Shakest>©are; the jK>r- 
tion devoted to America Is Introduced 
by a passage from Walt Whitman.

Disfranchisement In hLtryl&nd. 

The effort to dlitfranchUe the negro 
In Man*land was a failure. The con¬ 
stitutional amendment was defeated by 
some 12.000 votes. A strenuous-^ffort 
was made to carry It. That this effort 
wtui not entirely barren of results Is 
shown by the fact that four years ago 
cKe amendment w'ss defeated by $0,- 
000 . 

There Is cause for believing that the 
rcjectii>n of the proposition was due to 
a doubt on the part of white voters as 
to w^hether It would work as well as the 
politicians promised. It was emphat- 
icaJly asserted by these polKiclana that 
nd* white man would be dl 8 fr 4 inchl 8 ed. 
The masses apparently were not so 
confident of ita Infallible ability **to 
make-flesh of one and fowl of another;'* 
*0 elect the white man and reject the 
black man; to discriminate Democrat¬ 
ically among the varied brttnds of Ig- 
ix»rance. 

The educational quallfloatlonx re¬ 
quired of the negro were such that dur¬ 
ing the campaign a leading independ¬ 
ent law'j er of Raltlmoro offered to pay 
$500 to anyonr. W'hite or black, who 
could comply with all the conditions of 
the lest. A numiver of persons tried It, 
but no one succeeded. *nie provision 
required that the voter “ahall In the 
presence of the officers of registration. 
In his own handwriting. wHh pen and 
ink, without any afd, auggevtlon or 
memorandum whatsoever, and without 
nny question or direction addressed to 
him l».v any of the officers of registra- 
Uon. miikc application to register cor¬ 
rectly. stating In such applloation his 
luune, age, date and place of birth, res¬ 
idence and occupation at the tlms and 
for the two years noxi preceding, the 
name or names of his employer or em¬ 
ployers, If any, at the time and for the 
two years next preceding, and whether 
he has previously voted, and If so the 
Staite, county or city and ’ district or 
precinct In which he voted last, and 
also the name In full of Ur- President 
of the United Stales, of one of the 
Justices of the Supreme Court of tho 
United States, of the Governor of 
MaryUiiid. of one of the Judges of the 
Court of Appeals of Maryland and of 
the Mayor of Baltimore City. If the 
applicant resides In Baltimore City, or 
of one of the County Commissioners of 
fhe county in which the applicant re¬ 
sides.'* 

Such a requirement would task the 
abilities of a w'l^ll-educated white man. 
to aay nothing of the average Maryland 
negro. The fear that such a constitu¬ 
tional amendment might cut both ways 
tvld**ntly Inllucnccd a goodly number 
of vct(?rs to oppose Its adoption. It Is 
a s<Htled fotl, therefore, that there 
will be no Immediate disfranchisement 
ot negroes In Mao'lAnd. While some 
of the counties In that State have a 
large colored population, less than 20 
per vent, uf the oiiUro population Is 
colored. The Demoi'rats made the 
amendment an article of party faith, 
but the returns plainly Indicate that a 
large element of A«*mocratlc voters did 
not consider the lairue so important as 
did the party leaders.

Henry' II. gave 
tt to Diane de Poitiers, but, after his 
death, Catherine de Medici made her 
shako it down, or dbugh It up, whlch- 
cxer suited her belated beauty besL 
Francis the First, who touched nothing 
that he did not adorn, put hts hand upon 
Chenonceau and It rose a vision of 
lovollnuss. He broiiglit Leonardo dl 
Vlrwl from Italy to decorate It, but Leo¬ 
nardo died at Ambpiae and lies buried 
In Ihe pretty chapel there. Francis II. 
and Mary' Queen of Scotts spent Uielr 
honcy'moon there. Oh, but then; were 
brave doings In chose dxya 
II. 

The Castles of BIols and Ambolse arc 
historic as disringulshed from Cham 
bond and Chenonceau. w'hlch may be 
colled personal; but In each and all of 
thehi—there are fifty more beside—the 
life of the old nobilify U vividly re¬ 
vealed. 

There can be no mistaking how they 
lived. It was cat. drink and bo merry- 
nor care a thought of tho morrow. 
After me the deluge." exclaimed old 
Blen Alme, who had more of the 
prophetic Instinct than most of hts 
courtiers. "If they have no bread.** 
chirped Marie Antoinette, with charm¬ 
ing naivete to any deAnIte lack both of 
eonrideration and foresight, "can they 
not cat cake?** That sounds very like 
the answer of the American railway' 
president, who being asked whetKer 
there wag any other way for the public 
to reach a certain destination except hta 
rood, replied, •They ckn walk, can't 
they?” 

As I wander here among these gray 
walls, haunted by the dread spectre of 
despotism, of cruelty unspeakable and 
rapacity remorseless, of human folly 
and greed, maybe revisited under the 
glimpses of tho moon by the ghosts of 
the tyrants and the knaves, the belles 
and beaux that, once gave them anima¬ 
tion and color, there comes to me as 
from afar an ominous sound of din 
and tumult out of the world that la;

The Chateau Countrj' Is to France 
what the Blue Grass Countr>' Is to Ken¬ 
tucky. Nor Is Touraine, where most of 
the chateaux are situate, unlike Cen¬ 
tral Kentucky, Its single advantage be¬ 
ing Its closer cultivation and historic 
remains. The roy.i| castles and the 
rival heaps of feudal nuuioar 3 ‘ round 
about them make a pnuty show, as 
shows go, and tell queer tales qf **the 
saintly days of yore.** 

Saintly they were. If outer signs and 
visible symbota, chapels and crosses al 
every turning, taposto' emblaxoned with 
scriptural legends, hanging from eacli 
pendant, the biblical in every shape 
from the hands of old masters decorat¬ 
ing wall and celling, can make us be¬ 
lieve that they were, not very saintly If 
we look beneath and recall the facta; 
prelates praying while murder was bo- 
Irg done that H might be well done "for 
the glory of God and the King;” the 
gay Court circle gathering upon the 
ibattlementa and parapets to witness the 
execution of some thousand or more 
stubborn gentlemen who Insisted upon 
thrir particular modes of religious 
thinking and their own form of church 
w'orship; the dungeons for the dis¬ 
obedient. the knife, or the cord, for 
those that got In the way of their 
betters, the law* of the jungle being that 

“ThBy Aball rul< wTio hSTo the power. 

And they may live who can.” 

As Lexington U to the Blue Gross 
Country Tours is to the Chateau 
Country. The Loire Is rather broader 
than the Elk Horn, but not more pic¬ 
turesque. The great places are dotted 
about on either side for the most part 
Ithin easy reach. Beginning with 
Blola to end with Chambord. one may 
read the story of France from Charles 
Martel to the Comte de Paris and And 
Inspiration to suit the most capricious 
fancy under the sheltering insignia of 
salamander, hedge-hog, or fleur-de-lys. 

The ladles chose their colors and the 
Knigiits enwrought their shields. There 
was nothing but love and w'ar tem¬ 
pered a trlAe here and there by theol¬ 
ogy* and asaaaslnation.

Oubliette Is the name they 
gave an unexpected hole In the Hoor 
through W'hlch to drop a guest invited 
for the purpose, or to precipitate any 
undesirable cttlsen drawn hither for 
counsel, or barter; oubliette, "the for¬ 
gotten," for dead men tell no tales, and 
the waters of the moat, like the dark¬ 
ness below, are silent and Impene¬ 
trable.

The Chioago Inter, Ocean, comment¬ 
ing upon, and commending, an article 
In a religious periodical In which a plea 
is made for the extension of misslooary 
w'ork In the Philippines, and an aoUvf 
effort to Improve the industrial situa¬ 
tion. has this to say: 

■'For convenience Bishop Oldham ao- 
cepts the theory of our presence In the 
Phltlpplnea which suited Mr. Roosevelt 
and which Mr. Taft seems reluctant to 
dliM^ard. This Is that the Filipino 'Is not 
an American oltlaen. nor an American 
subject, but an American ward, being 
made ready for citizenship In a Philip¬ 
pine State.* 

"We may say here that It Is The Inter 
Ocean's conviction that this theory, de¬ 
spite Its favor In high qiiarters, does not 
accurately represent the opinion of Ihe 
American people. The Filipino is not, 
technically, an American citizen. He Is. 
legally, an American subject And It Is 
our conviction that the American people 
regard his wardship os not Intended to 
At him for a separate Philippine citizen¬ 
ship. but for American citizenship. 

"We are not in the habit, ua a people, 
of giving up territory and contracting 
our borders." 

Wliile a inajcrity of the people of 
tho United States w'tah that we had 
never assumed charge of the Philip¬ 
pines, we are confronted by the fact 
that we have done so and that there Is 
vtry Utile likelihood iha^ we shall turn 
them loooe at any time within the next 
half century, it at all. 

Of course, a Philippine government 
established at the present time, or In 
the near future, could not live. It 
could not even survive the shock of in. 
tcmal strife. 'There U no PhlUpptne 
nation. The various tribes Included 
under the heading "Ftllplnos” may. 
perhaps, be fuse<] Into a whole when 
English becomes the lingua franca of 
the archipelago, and the Industrial re¬ 
sources of the Islands are developed. 
The only hope of Philippine Independ¬ 
ence lies in the education and "Indus* 
trlallzatlon” of the Filipinos. A promi¬ 
nent factor in their education ami Im¬ 
provement is mU^lonary work, and 
funds contrlhutrd to tha4 cause are 
wcU (riven. But. no matter whether 
we call the Islanders Ash. Aeah or fowl- 
citizens. wards or subjects—they are 
upon our hands, and about the only 
thing that can be done Is to attempt 
to try to civilize the wild tribes and 
educate the mttases in ail of the tribes 
with a view to flttlng them for the In¬ 
dependence which this Government 
holds out -to them as a promise to be 
fulAlled at aoinc future time. If they 
should never secure Independence they 
will at least be bencAted by securing 
civilization and enlightenment, and the 
belter the work that Iv now being done 
the better It will be for the Philip¬ 
pines In any event. Without leaving 
them the hope of Independence we 
could not provide Ihom with ajiy stim¬ 
ulus. 

. The Courler-Joumnl begs to differ 
with the Inter Gcean as to the Amerl- 
ewn people desiring the FlllpiiKNi to be¬ 
come Amerlcaji cltlaens. If a vote 
w'ere' to be taken lo-day upon any 
practical, measure by which ws oould 
let go our hold ui»on lha tall of the bear 
without compromising our dignity or 
exposing the Philippines to seixure by 
another Power, the vote of the Amer- 
loon people would be to set them adrift. 


Good and B.td Farming. 

The farmer who has c<wn for sale 
Is generally considered a huocessful 
sort of farmer.

The man who sold K 
did not attempt lo conceal the fact 
that he w'Os selling It because he could 
not make a U\ing on IL The present 
owner not only has made a living on 
It. biK has made money and has com 
for sole. When he moved onto the 
wormnit land he set about reclaiming 
IL He did not undertake to fertilize 
It all at once, but enriched it acre by 
aero. Borne yearn be reclaimed iw'O 
acres and In other years he reclaimed 
four or Ave acree. He was dependent 
on his own labor and tho work of re¬ 
demption w'os slow. NevertheleM he 
kept digging away until the entire 
trari wms made tillable and productive. 
He Is getting along In years now and 
cannot woiV so hard as he used to. 
but he has made mogey and can afford 
to employ help. He has made as high 
as eighty bushels of com on aa acre 
of the land on which the former owner 
oc*uld not make a living. He plowed 
deep, worked hard, used Intelkgent 
methods and spread fertilizer. The old 
wornout farm Is producing Like new 
ground and Is a thing of beauty to the 
eye of the appreciative owner. 

The transformation that has been ef¬ 
fected Illustrates the difference between 
cxireless. happy-go-lucky modes of 
farming and that practical. Intensive 
cuHlvatlon which ^brings results. Tlie 
former owner wouldn't have made 
much of a showing If he ha^k possessed 
a thousand acres. The present owmer 
would have dug a living out of a soli¬ 
tary acre If that had been the extent 
of hla holding.

BLANTON, 


GT«at Sduoator and Iffan of Lettorg, 
Is Dood. 


(Jefferson City Democrat.) 

The many Jefferson City friends and 
acquaintances of Dr. Joseph Blanton 
were greatly shocked Bunday morning to 
Isarn of bis death. He passed away In 
St. Louis Saturday morning, after a 
three days* illness from pneumonia, and 
was burled Sunday evening In Columbia. 
Mo., his old home. Ife was a brother of 
Dr. L. H. Blanton, of Danville. Ky. 

Dr. Blanton was one of the most bril¬ 
liant men of his day. He was a doctor of 
philosophy, master of arts and doctor of 
laws. He had been an educator nearly all 
of hts life, serving twelve years aa presi¬ 
dent of the KlrksvUle Normal School, 
seven years as dean of the teachers' col¬ 
lege in the Missouri State University, and 
two years as Resident of the Idaho State 
University. He was a great authority on 
pedagogy and In his prime the whole pro- 
feaalon did not afford a more perfect maa- 
ter of the arL 

His knowledge of literature was so per¬ 
fect that he was regarded as an authority 
on the subject, and added to his other 
rare gifts of culture and acholarmhlp was 
his wonderful gift of oratory. In hla day 
he was 00 s of jhe most powerful and 
pleasing orators to be found snj'whtre In 
this State. « 

Dr. Blanton was a Virginian by birth, 
and was a Southern gentleman of ths old 
school. He was all gnntleoeas, ail cour¬ 
tesy, all kindness—the very soul of chlr- s 
airy. In his youth hs serv'ed In tbs Con¬ 
federate army, and through all his aot<v*e 
and useful life ha never swervnsd In his 
support of any cauie which he thoughf 
was jusL 

He was too young to dle-only 80 years 
of age-*practlc«Hy Hi hla prime. But he 
was of a delicate frame and did not long 
survive Ihe attack which a stronger con¬ 
stitution might have warded off. 

Dr. Blanton leaves, besides hie widow, 
four children surviving him: One son In 
Texas, another In San Francisco and an¬ 
other in Bt. Louis, and a daugbtsr In 
Columbia. Mo., who is a sister of Mr. 
Hugh Btephens, of thla city.

IN THE COURTS YESTERDAY. 


After the twelve jurors ha4 heard evl< 
^•nce and argument in the trial of the 
A. O. Brannln will contest case for ten 
days they required only twenty min¬ 
utes at the close of yesterday, the tenth 
day. fur ten of them to a^reo on a ver 
did upholding the will, it was stated 
after the jurors reported that the ten 
who signed the verdict were ready in 
ton minutes to report, but that these 
ten remained another ten fninutes in an 
effort to conviTice the two obdurate 
ones, w ho were Charlea M. Haddaway 
and John Nielson, that they should 
agree to the verdict. The ten jurors 
who did sign the verdict were John M. 
Kuiery. J. B, Strlckler. Louis Eller. Ed¬ 
ward Reimers, Joseph Boessler. Fred 
Jloihfuss, Matthew’ N. Henn. Fred Bill- 
ins n. August Koch and Albert Flnck 

The reading of the verdict was the 
rignal for the exchanging of many con- 
gratuiaUons among the propounders in 
the case who were present In the court 
room and their friends who have been 
constant in their attendance on the 
trial. John H. Brand, execi^lor of the 
will and upon w'hom fell the brunf of 
the defense, was surrounded at once 
by the members of his family and 
there followed demonstrations that 
brought tears to the eyes of those w'ho 
witnessed the scene. On tho contest¬ 
ants' side of the courtroom there was 
little cheer, but no show of disappoint- 
inent except in the absence of the 
smiles suoh as those of the other side 
wore. 

• • • 

Two Days of Arguments. 

The verdict foliow'ed a whole day of 
Arguments, the second day of such pro¬ 
ceedings. Yesterday morning Burwell 
K. Marshall, who. wlih A. Scott Bullitt, 
was counsel for the contestants, ad¬ 
dressed the Jury for something more 
than two hours, reviewing the cvidenc** 
from the viewpoint of the contestants 
and speaking with much force and 
earnestness. The afternoon sesiilon from 
1:45 o'clock until 4 o^clock Charles H. 
Gibson, who. with Charles H. Shelld 
and David W. Baird, has been counsel 
for the propounders, made the conclud¬ 
ing argument, speaking vigorously and 
straight to the point. Mr. Bullitt and 
Mr. Baird occupied the day previous 
with their anrumenU. When Mr. Gib¬ 
son Itnished Judge Batson told the 
Jury to remember that nine, ten or 
eleven of them could agree on a verdict 
and Instructed them to go to their room. 

The case has been* on trial for ten 
t^ys before Judge Homer W. Batson's 
court. First Common Pleas Division. 
Jefferson Circuit Court. This does not 
count about three days that had been 
vpent on the trial of the same case be¬ 
fore another Jury the third week in 
October. The first jury summoned tvas 
discharged because of the alleged preju¬ 
dicial Influence of a newspaper article 
and the progress of the case delayed 
ror a week. This has been one of the 
longest trials of such a case oh record 
ivnd certainly has occupied a longer 
lime than any case for some years. It 
trresT tedious toward the end and all at- 
tomeys who addressed the Jury com- 
jdlmented Us members for the long- 
i uttering patience they have mani- 
lested.

The 
court ruled that the offense waa a mia- 
demeaoior. The jury was soon agreed 
on. The statement for the prooecution 
was ihade by Commonwealth's Attorney 
Col. John R. Allen, who stated to the 
jury that they would ^ow that such 
dilatory tactlca w* 6 re employed at regis¬ 
tration as to leave some sixty or 
seventy law’ful voters in line and not per¬ 
mitted to register and hence prevented 
from voting. He also stated that the 
defendant would leave the booth and 
thereby delay the registration; adjourn 
ment was taken for dinner for from 
three-quarters to an hour and a quar¬ 
ter, one attorney was In lino for fifty- 
five minutes when only six were ahead 
of him to register. The statement for 
tho defense was made to the jury by 
Attorney WaU 3 ce Muir, w^ho stated they 
expected to\show an entirely different 
state of facts from that claimed by the 
prosecution and to show that not a 
single act of the defendant In any way 
delayed the registration and that no act 
of his was responsible in any way for 
delay If any occurred. At the con¬ 
clusion of the statements th© proceed¬ 
ings were interrupted by other buslneso 
of the court and but few of the witness¬ 
es were heard at to-day’s session. The 
trial will be resumed to-morrow.

Bond 
Hocorder of Louisville, cannot draw 
more than $4,000 a year and must 
make at least an annual accounting 
to the city and return to the city uuy 
exces.*! of fees coUectvd. The case has 
been hard fought and the fight made 
on Mr. Ross was by the Hepubihaa 
administration of LouIsviIIcl He was 
called on fur an accounting an«l re¬ 
fused to make it, claiming the law does 
not require IL An attempt was inode 
by the city, through Mayor Grinotead, 
to bold that Mr. Koss had defaulted* 
but tbe Court of Appeals knocks out 
this charge and says umtll there is a 
demand to pay and a failure to meet 
that demand there Is ik> default. 

The court says that the proper con¬ 
struction of the statute reqdlres that 
tbe Bond Recorder be governed by the 
same statute as the County Clerk. The 
court says further that the Bond Re¬ 
corder must mako an accounting at 
least once a year with such officials 
as the General (Council may designate, 
and that he must keep an accurate 
public record In hla office of the 
amounts ooUtctcd by him.

Must Pay Over Balanca 


>\"hen he lias collected sufficient to 
pay salaries of his office and the other 
legal expenses for the current year 
the balance Is due the city and must 
be paid over every thirty days if the 
city so demands.

The veto was sustained by the -\lder- 
manic majority, which dt>es the May¬ 
or's bidding. ^ There is some doubt as to 
the validity of the veto, owing to the 
length of time elapsing between the 
passage of the ordinance and the send¬ 
ing of the v€?to to the Council. 

The session lost ntght was dull and 
listless In both boai'da. In the low'or 
board Councllnuu) William Bradfortl 
dosed off and had to be awakened. As 
there la still a Hille business to he 
completed by the present body. It will 
meet again Monday, on the cve of Its 
exodus from office. 

MAYOR’S VETO 

Obneurrad In By Mambera of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

The upper board of the Geni^ral 
Council was called to order at 8:20 
eVlock by President F. A. Reichert. 
Others who answered to Ihclr names 
were Messra Ashcraft, Hess, Scott, 
Stem.

Mayor Grinstead did not approve the 
measure on the advice of City Attor¬ 
ney Clayton Blakey, who stated tha* 
the ordinance should not be approved 
because It Axed a penalty less than that 
Axed by an act of the I.«eg1slature of 
1808. The penalty Axed by the ordi¬ 
nance wax not less than 125 nor more 
than 1100. 

The upper b<uird Arst sustained the 
veto and then the question arose as to 
whether the ordinance was not already 
effe<*llve. It was shown that thi* or¬ 
dinance passed the upper board on Oc¬ 
tober 1 and the lower board on October 
7. It w-a^ then sent to the Mayor on 
October 10. according to Jov Bradbum, 
clerk of the upper board, and several 
meetingt of the Council have been held 
since.

Sho was told Reps was look¬ 
ing forward to celebrating his clll- 
xenshlp. He had ei>ent 112 for court 
fees and was willing to spend 115 for a 
hall where Mrs. Kavanaugh and her 
frlenda could meet him If they would 
come.

New York, Nov. 6.—There was a re¬ 
newal of yesterday’s excitement and 
activity at the opf^irlng of the cotton 
market this morning, with enormous 
liquidation following the big margin 
calls sent out after yesterday’s break, 
which had evIdenGy unsettled con- 
Adence In the bull camtM&lgn. The big 
Southern bulls, however, had tremend¬ 
ous buying orders around the ring and 
i-arly Auctuatlons were the most er¬ 
ratic of the season. 

.4fter selling at 11.42 or 13‘points net 
lower and 13.40 a bale below the high 
price of W^nesdoy. January jump^ 
24 points with sates In some Instances 
fully 7 polnjs apart. Them was fur¬ 
ther Irrcfrularlty. but liquidation 
seemed to be less urgent during the 
middle of the morning and priees rule 
generally steadier, some 5 to 15 points 
over th^ closing Agurts of last night 
on continued support from the South¬ 
ern bulls, who are supposed to be re¬ 
placing cotton upon w'hlcb they had 
taken proAta early In the week. 

Numerous reports from the South 
thuat Interior stockholders were not 
following Uie decline In futures helped 
the improvement during the middle of 
the clay, hut after advances to 14.78 for 
January and 15 cents for May, or about 
18 to 22 points over the closing Agures 
of last ntght. the market aguin became 
ver>' weak owing to the wlthdraw’al of 
Southern bull support, a renew'ol of 
general liquidation and aggreoat^'e sell¬ 
ing by local bears. 

'Tlie active months.all sold at the 
low'est prices of the day In the late 
trading. Junuar>' touched 14.40 and 
May 14.70. closing with these prices 
hid Olid with the general lone of the 
market week at a net decline of 4 to 80 
points.

NOT GUILTY AS CHARGED. 


LABOR INTERESTED IN THE OUT¬

The second and Anal day of the trial of 
Carpenter brought a large number of Iron 
and steel workers to the courtroom, and 
tliey listened to the evidence throughout 
the day. ’fhe prosecution a’ss conducted 
by >\. V'. BuJleic, Prosecuting Attorney of 
Pioyd county, and by W. H. Hoose. who 
was ejnployed by the national aosooiaUon 
to assist.
